REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Greenwood: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report of your schools. 


The fiscal year closed with the employment of the same 
efficient teachers as last year with the exception of Guyson 
Davis who was succeeded by Miss Olive Cobb at Richard- 
son Hollow. Miss Edna Kemp, so long the popular teacher 
in the intermediate grades at Lockes Mills resigned to 
‘raceept a better position elsewhere. Mrs. Edith Clement, a 
Lighly suecessful and experienced teacher is completing the 
year’s work in those grades. 


All were sorry that Mr. Jason Bennett was unable to 
serve as janitor this year because of illness, but we were 
fortunate in obtaining the services of Mr. James Ring who 
is doing the work most acceptably. 


It is with pride and pleasure that I again say that the 
scholastic standing of the Greenwood pupils in each and ev- 
ery elementary school and in the secondary schools which 
they are attending is most commendable. Last June forty- 
seven eighth grade pupils in this union took their examina- 
tions for entrance to high school. Ten of these pupils were 
from Greenwood and three out of the five pupils receiving 
the highest rank in this examination were from Greenwood. 
A recent report of the Greenwood pupils now attendin high 
school is very satisfactory. 

The appropriations for the coming year demand serious 
consideration if our schools are to continue on the standard 
now maintained. 


The cost per pupil of high school tuition at Woodstock 
and West Paris has noticeably increased and with only sev- 
en pupils to be graduated from the secondary schools in 
June and with eleven pupils in the eighth grade, one ean 
readily see that there must be a substantial increase in the 
appropriation to take care of the cost of high school tuition. 
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Since the opening of school in September the moving into 
town of families with children has necessitated an increase 
in the cost of conveyance. Your Superintending School Com- 
mittee and your Superintendent have given the conveyance 
problem serious consideration and they feel that they have 
kept the cost as low as possible under the circumstances. 


Outside these two items, high school tuition and convey- 
ance, the cost of maintaining our schools is comparatively 
low and | am confident that the citizens of Greenwood will 
accept their burden of responsibility in serving their boys 
and girls. 


We must not lose sight of the fact that edueation is of 
primary importance in the program of national defense and 
we would not shirk our responsibility along this line. 


The major repairs have consisted of painting the exterior 
of the Locke Mills building and interior of the Greenwood 
City building. In considering the repairs for next year it 
seems advisable to provide more room for housing the wood 
at Greenwod City. There should be some work done on the 
interior at the Richardson Hollow and Tubbs buildings. The 
insurance on the Locke Mills building must be provided for. 


It has been possible to keep the textbooks in good condi- 
tion and to purchase adequate supplies with the smaller 
appropriation granted last year. 

CGreenwood’s share in the state equalization fund is of ma- 
terial assistance in financing our schools and it is only as a 
result of a continued and greater effort on the part of the 
town that it can receive greater assistance from. this source. 


In closing this report, I would express my sincere appre- 
ciation to the Superintending School Committee, teachers, 
pupils and citizens for their splendid cooperation in contri- 
buting to the suecess of our schools.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To J. R. Bennett, a constable in the town of Greenwood in 
the County of Oxford, GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direet- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 'Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town 
Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village in said. town, on Monday, the 
third day of March, 1941, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act on the following articles, to wit:

To see if the town will vote to elect road commis- 
sioner or commissioners, establish their number and fix their 
pay. 

Art. 7. To choose a commissioner or commissioners. 

Art. 8. To choose one member of the school committee for 
three years, and all other necessary town offcers for the en- 
suing year. 


Art. 9. To raise money for free high school tuition and 
the support of common schools. 


Art. 10. To raise money for the purchase of textbooks. 

Art. 11. To raise money for the repair of schoolhouses, 
and insurance on schoolhouses. 

Art. 12. To raise money for the supplies of the common 
seljools. 
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Art. 18. To see if the sum of $25.00 or more, will be rais- 
ed for school nursing in the town of Greenwood, under the 
auspices of the Bureau of Health of the State Department of 
Health and Welfare. 


Art. 14. To see what sum the town will appropriate for 
State Aid Road construction (in addition to the amounts 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) 
under provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28, Revised Stat- 
utes of 1930, or under the provisions of Section 3, Chapter 
229, Public Laws of 1937.

To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise toward paying notes and name that sum. 


Art. 28. ‘To see if the town will raise money for the sup- 
port of poor and name that sum. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will authorize the treasurer to 
hire such sums of money as may be necessary to pay the cur- 
rent expenses of the town before taxes are collected and 
give notes of the town for such sums; said notes to be paid 
from assessment of 1941, on or before February 1, 1942, said 
sum not to exceed in the aggregate $18,000.00. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to instruct the super- 
intending school committee to re-open any closed school, 
whenever they deem it advisable. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
‘to sell real estate acquired by tax liens. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will pay members of the 
school committee for their services for 1940. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will authorize the selectmer 
to sell or lease the Town Farm. : 


Art. 34. To see if the town will raise money for Mother’s 
Aid, and fix the amount. 


Art. 35. ‘To see if the town will accept a private way laid 
out by the Selectmen on the eighth day of January, 1941, for 
the use of Charles B. Mason, and others. 


Art. 36. To see if the town will raise the sum of $25,00 
for advertising Oxford County, to be expended by the Ox- 
ford Hills and Lakes Region Association. 


Art. 37. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the Biter road through the Sewall A. 
Millett farm to the road near Arvi Haverinen’s buildings. 


Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the Gore road, (formerly Highway 26) 
to the remains of the old Hicks buildings. 


Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the discontinued town road to the site of 
the former Daniel S. Paine buildings. 
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Art. 40. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the discontinued town road to the site 0! 
the former Nelson Jackson buildings. 


Art. 41. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to insure the town tractor against property dam- 
age and personal liability. 

Art. 42. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to tar surface treatment of the State Aid from the Beaver 
Dam to the Rowe Hill turn near D. R. Cole’s buildings as 
petitioned for by Philip A. Chute and nine others, and 
raise money for the same. 


Art. 43. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road on Rowe Hill beginning at the Guide board near D. I’. 
Howe’s field and running easterly toward the school house 
to the junction with the new road. 


Art. 44. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money for the purchase of school flags and fix that sum. 


Art. 45. To see if the town will vote to sell the sehool 
house on Rowe Hill and authorize the treasurer and school 
board to convey it by appropriate conveyance under such 
terms and conditions as they think are for the best interest 
of the town. 


Art. 46. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


The Selectmen will be in session at nine o’clock on the day 
of said meeting, for the purpose of correcting the list of 
voters.
